So that, now we arc no more Aliens, nay Neighbours, but 
Brethren ; not envying one anothers happinefle and proſperity, 
being not infeſted with offenſive or defenſive Adts of hoſtility up- 
on either of our borders, but reciprocally endeavouring one ano- 
thers peace and welfare, mutually joying in the enjoyment of one 
anothers happineſle ; Let each of us endeavour that the King- 
domes may remaine in ſuch a firme peace and union, that is, by 
our mutuall obedience to our Soveraigne, and the Lawsof each 
reſpe&ive Nation, and in brotherly love one towards another. 

Amen, O heavenly Father. Give ns to this end powerfull endea- 
vours,to make good our Covenant accordingly, —— 

And may Juſtice be done to the wilfull oppoſers in manner ex- 
prefled in the precedent Article. 

We ſhall alſo according to our places in this common cauſe of Reli- 
gion, Liberty, and peace of the Kingdomes, aſſiſt and defend by all 
lawful meanes all thoſe that enter into this Leagne and (ovenant,@&c. 
vor ſhall we make defection to the contrary part, but ſhall oppoſe and 
hinder R 

That is, all ſuch who envying our bleſſed union thus religiouſly 
lawfully cemented,ſhal oppoſe us and it,endeavouring by heretical 
erroneous divulged poſitions to difſhonour God and robbe him 
of his glory ; by ſeditious dofrines ;.-to infuſe into the people a 
diſloyal ſpirit of Treaſon and Rebellion againſt the Kings Majelty 
His heires and ſucceſſours ; of diſobedience to Him and His law- 
fullCommands ; whereby His honour is deſpiſed, the generall 
good of the Kingdomes not onely negleted,yut much endange- 
red: all, which we {hall do as in the fight of God. 

And becauſe theſe Kingdomes are guilty of many ſins againſt 
God and his Son ChriſtJeſus as by our preſent diſtrations & dan- 
gers too manifeltly appeareth.Let us all pray that the God of hea- 
ven and carth would give us his grace of humiliation for our own 

| ; H | | par- 
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particular,& the general fins of thisNation, eſpecially that we have 
not vaſned the ineſtimable benefit of the Goſpel,nor receivedChriſt 
into our hearts : conforming our lives and ations to his pratice 
and precept;but rather have made uſe of the liberty and freedome 
which we had by Chriſt from the rigorous exaRtion and condem- 
ring power of the Law, as an occaſion to neglect and altogether 
to deny our obedience to the Law as the rule of diretion. Not- 
withſtanding that thou who art truth it ſelf, haſt told ns that the 
end of thy comming was to falfill and not to deſtroy.the Law ; 
Neverthelefſe we deſpiſe it, running madly into fin as an horſe 
ruſheth into the battaile, Let us further pray that God would be- 
{tow upon us his grace of affiſtance, whereby we may be enabled 
to amend our lives ; to performe all holy ations required by him- 
ſelfe, ro himſelf, according to his revealed will, all our duties to- 
wards Men according to their ſeverall degrees and places, Honour 
and obedience to the King as Supreame, to whom they primarily 
belong ; to all ſubordinate Magiſtrates as rivelets ſtreaming from 
him the Spring ; Forging all our enemies, perſecutors and ſlan- 
derers,praying God (who hath the hearts of all men at command, 
winding them which -way he pleaſe as he doth the Rivers of wa- 
ter) to pardon their fins and turne their hearts, and cauſe us to 
live in love, peace and charity one with another. Thus let ns ſhew 
an example of a real reformation, that the Lord may turne away 
his wrath and heavy indignation, and reſtoretruth and peace to 
theſe Churches and Kingdoms,which God-out of his inftnite mer- 
cy grant. Amen. Amen. 

To draw to a concluſion, I ſhall(by way of a briefe recolle&ion)

Did He ever praftice Popery truely ſo called, or propoſe any 
thing that to the moſt jealous and ſuſpicious thoughts might in 
afrer-times have occaſioned the introduction thereal 

Or did he ever adminiſter the leaſt ground to fear his recidiva- 
tion from the Proteſtant Religion, bur rather hath evidenced the 
n_ by His PraRtice, Proclamations, Declarations and Com=- 
mands ? 


Did not His Majeſty ever firſt ſend Meſſages of Peace and re- 7id: all His

mufMe them with the vailcs of ſcornefu'l and reproachfull words;

- of the earth to the other ; Let the ſun-ſhine of thy Goſpel breake forth 
in all dark corners of the world diſpelling the black clouds of Judaiſme, 
Turcifme, Paganiſme, and all other Errours whatſoever : Accompliſh 
the number of thy EleR,and then come Lord Jeſus,come quickly.Grant 
theſe Petitions O thou Father of all merctes and God of all conſolati- 
ons, for the ſake of thy Son our Saviour,to whem with thee and thy ho- 
ly Spirit, be aſcribed all Honour and Glory, now and for evermore, 
Amen.
